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The  British  Library’s  Department  of  Manuscripts,  which  until  1973  formed  part  of  the  British 
Museum,  has  long  possessed  two  volumes  of  designs  for  medals  which  illuminate  the  process 
by  which  official  political  medals  came  into  being  and  the  purposes  they  were  intended  to 
serve  in  the  France  of  Louis  XIV  and  in  the  England  of  Queen  Anne  and  the  early 
Hanoverians  respectively.2  The  recent  discovery  among  the  papers  of  John,  first  Duke  of 
Marlborough  of  a  preparatory  sketch  for  a  medal  commemorating  the  battles  of  the  Schellen- 
berg  and  of  Blenheim  (21  June/2  July  1704;  2/13  August  1704),  with  a  written  explanation  of 
the  design,  supplements  them  and  throws  light  on  the  production  of  unofficial  political  medals 
in  the  same  period.3 

Neither  the  sketch  nor  the  written  explanation  are  dated,  but  the  mention  of ‘la  derniere 
Campagne’  and  the  absence  of  any  mention  of  the  principality  of  Mindelheim,  which  was 
bestowed  on  the  Duke  by  the  Emperor  Joseph  I  in  November  1705,  among  Marlborough’s 
titles  on  the  obverse  of  the  proposed  medal4,  enable  one  to  date  the  proposal  firmly  to  the 
winter  of  1704-5,  when  the  battles  were  still  fresh  enough  in  the  popular  memory  to  provide 
ready  sales  for  commemorative  medals  but  after  the  campaign  itself  had  ended. 

The  artist  signes  himself  ‘G.  Ramondon’.  He  is  not  mentioned  in  Forrer’s  Biographical 
Dictionary  of  Medallists ,  but  was  probably  related  to  Abraham  Romandon  or  Ramondon 
(d.  1 687)  and  his  son  Gedeon  (1667/8-1697/8),  Huguenot  artists  who  took  refuge  in  Berlin  in 
1685,  following  Louis  XIV’s  revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  and  found  employment  as 
court  painters  to  the  electors  of  Brandenburg.5  Certainly  one  can  perceive  considerable 
German  influence  in  the  design  and  inscription.  Marlborough  is  already  given  his  German 
princely  title  that  had  been  granted  him  by  the  Emperor  Leopold  I  shortly  before  the  battle  of 
Blenheim  in  summer  17046  and  the  Duke’s  victories  are  placed  in  a  thoroughly  German 
context.  Germania  is  portrayed  with  a  German  shield  bearing  the  German  Imperial  arms, 
seated  between  the  Rhine  and  the  Danube.  Yet,  as  one  might  expect  from  a  French  artist  at  a 
time  when  France  dominated  European  art,  the  style  of  the  medal  is  closely  related  to  those 
being  produced  for  the  French  king  at  that  time  by  medallists  such  as  Mauger,  Bernard  and 
Roussel  after  designs  by  Coypel,  Le  Clerc  and  other  artists  favoured  by  the  Petite  Academie.7 

There  is  no  indication  of  where  Ramondon  penned  his  proposal.  His  impulse,  however,  was 
probably  the  genuine  gratitude  felt  by  a  Huguenot  refugee  to  the  vanquisher  of  his  people’s 
oppressor  and  -  more  practically  -  the  hope  of  financial  gain  from  the  sales  of  the  medal  and 
of  further  commissions  from  the  duke.  Almost  certainly  Ramondon’s  hopes  were 
disappointed.  One  can  infer  that  the  medal  was  not  issued  from  the  absence  of  any  mention  of 
it  in  Medallic  Illustrations  and  from  its  absence  from  the  collections  of  the  British  Museum's 
Department  of  Coins  and  Medals,  the  staff  of  which  has  no  record  of  the  whereabouts  of  any 
examples.  The  apparent8  lack  of  any  further  papers  or  correspondence  relating  to  the 
proposal  among  the  Marlborough  Papers  also  points  to  this  conclusion,  though  such  material 
may  have  since  perished.  However  it  is  unlikely  that  Marlborough  ever  did  authorise  the 
medal.  For  at  that  time  the  duke  seems  to  have  been  particularly  sensitive  about  portrayals  of 
himself  on  medals.  While  the  campaign  that  led  to  the  victory  of  Blenheim  was  actually  in 
progress,  the  duke's  enemies  had  succeeded  in  raising  a  storm,  directed  at  him  and  his  closest 
colleague  and  friend,  the  Lord  Treasurer,  Lord  Godolphin.  It  followed  the  issue  of  an  official 
medal,  designed  by  Croker,  commemorating  Marlborough’s  conquest  of  Bonn,  Huy  and 
Limburg  in  the  previous  year,  with  the  Queen’s  bust  on  the  obverse  and  a  reverse  portraying 
an  equestrian  figure,  that  was  taken  to  be  the  duke,  receiving  the  keys  of  the  three  towns.4  No 
doubt  playing  on  fears  that  Marlborough  had  the  makings  of  another  Oliver  Cromwell 
whose  regime  older  people  could  still  remember  -  it  was  argued  ‘that  ...  it  has  never  been 
heard  that  Subjects  appeared  on  the  Reverses  of  their  Sovereigns  Medals'  and,  more 
pointedly,  that  ‘a  Statue  Equester  is  more  Honourable  than  a  Bust’.10  Certain  writers  did 
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spring  to  the  duke’s  defence.  In  an  anonymous  pamphlet  on  modern  medals  dedicated  to 
Robert  Harley,  then  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Northern  Department  and  a  close  associate  of 
Marlborough  and  Godolphin,  James  Coningham  argued  that  ‘The  Prince  never  appears  Safer 
or  Greater  than  in  a  Commanding  Post,  attended  duly  by  his  Subjects  either  in  Emblems  or  in 
their  Persons.  ...  If  we  go  abroad,  we  find  Modern  Medals  of  the  Subjects  of  Germany ,  Italy 
and  France.  The  Emperor,  nor  any  of  his  Court  found  fault  with  the  medal  struck  two  years 
ago  for  Prince  Eugene  . . .  Those  of  Cavalier  Bernini ,  the  Bishops  Rheims  and  Soissons ,  are 
in  the  French  King’s  Cabinet  . . .  There  are  Histories  or  Medals  of  Families  in  Italy,  France 
and  Germany  . . .  and  ’tis  both  Ingratitude  to  our  Predecessors  and  a  loss  to  Posterity  that . . . 
the  Names  of  many  great  Men  should  never  more  be  remembered  whom  now  we  see  . . . 
Fatigueing  themselves  for  their  Country.  ...  In  a  Medalique  History  ...  of  her  Majesty’s 
Reign,  the  QUEEN  would  appear  every  where  in  her  Greatness  and  her  Ministers  in  their  due 
subordination;  and  Posterity  should  look  on  it  more  kindly,  when  they  saw  their  Predecessors 
serving  as  Instruments  in  her  glorious  Undertakings.’11  And,  in  the  case  of  this  particular 
medal,  ‘what  sluggish  and  wretched  Ignorance  is  . . .  discovered  by  them  that  say  a  Statue 
Equester  in  little  on  the  Reverse  is  more  Noble  than  a  Head  or  Bust  on  the  other  side  with  the 
Royal  Inscription’.12 

Although  Godolphin  thought  these  arguments  ‘very  well  touched’,  he  felt  it  would  only  be 
read  by  the  ‘very  few  people  . . .  who  are  fond  of  that  study’  (of  medals)  and  would  willingly 
have  suppressed  the  pamphlet  before  publication.13  Marlborough  and  he  were  clearly 
embarrassed  by  the  controversy  particularly  since,  for  all  Coningham’s  eloquence,  recent 
practice,  in  the  form  of  the  medals  commissioned  for  Louis  XIV’s  Medallic  History,  militated 
against  the  depiction,  symbolically  or  through  a  portrait,  of  a  subject  on  an  official  medal.  All 
triumphs  were  commemorated  as  royal  triumphs  whether  or  not  the  king  had  any  direct  con¬ 
nection  with  them.14  Moreover,  those  who  were  familiar  with  medals  would  have  remembered 
that  the  appearance  of  Cromwell’s  head  as  Protector  on  the  proposed  coinage  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  had  been  heralded  by  his  portrayal,  before  his  installation  as  Protector,  on  the 
Dunbar  medal  of  1650. 15  Ramondon’s  medal  would  have  been  unofficial  and  the  Queen 
would  not  have  been  depicted  so  the  Duke  could  not  strictly  have  been  accused  of  lese- 
majeste.  However  Marlborough’s  portrait  would  have  appeared  on  the  obverse,  ‘the  post  of 
greatest  Honour  on  Medals’,16  in  Coningham’s  words.  It  would  soon  have  become  known 
that  he  had  authorised  its  issue  and  its  size  and  style  would  not  have  been  very  different  from 
Croker’s  official  medals.  Fully  loaded  as  he  already  was  with  land  and  honours  of  all  descrip¬ 
tions,  the  duke  may  well  have  felt  at  the  end  of  1704  that  there  was  no  point  in  fuelling 
criticism  of  himself  and  his  friends  for  the  sake  of  a  medal  from  which  he  would  anyway  have 
reaped  no  material,  financial  advantage. 

Subsequent  evidence  would  seem  to  bear  this  hypothesis  out.  In  January  1705,  Godolphin 
who  in  these  matters  would  hardly  have  acted  without  Marlborough’s  consent,  vetoed  a 
proposal  to  name  a  London  square  after  the  duke  and  to  place  statues  of  the  Queen  and  of 
Marlborough  in  it,  since  this  ‘may  set  him  upon  too  near  an  equality  with  one  upon  the 
throne’.17  Furthermore,  it  is  strange  that  despite  the  magnitude  of  the  victory  at  Blenheim,  the 
duke’s  close  association  with  it  and  the  great  national  rejoicing  that  attended  it,  it  was  over 
two  years  before  the  design  of  the  official  medal  commemorating  it  was  approved.  One 
wonders  whether  the  delay  may  not  have  been  due  to  embarrassment  over  the  very  issue  of  a 
medal  to  commemorate  a  victory  so  closely  associated  with  Marlborough  so  soon  after  the 
furore  occasioned  by  the  1703  medal,  and  then  to  a  difference  of  opinion  over  the  design 
between  those  of  Marlborough  and  Godolphin’s  mind  and  others  who  had  no  objection  to  the 
representation  of  the  duke.  The  battle  of  Ramillies  on  the  12/23  May  1706,  a  second  victory 
on  the  scale  of  Blenheim,  evidently  justified  the  retrospective  issue  of  a  Blenheim  medal.  The 
designs  of  the  Blenheim  and  Ramillies  medals  were  approved  and  authorisation  for  minting 
was  given  in  the  course  of  December  1706. 18  Marlborough,  still  at  the  height  of  his  influence, 
prestige  and  popularity  with  the  Queen,  was  undoubtedly  in  a  position  to  have  influenced  the 
designs  had  he  wished  to.  One  can  therefore  assume  that  he  implicitly  approved  those  finally 
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selected.  Yet  here  too  his  role  in  the  victories  is  not  acknowledged.  Indeed,  none  of  the  many 
official  medals  designed  by  Croker  that  were  later  issued  to  commemorate  the  duke’s 
victories  such  as  Oudenarde,  Malplaquet  and  Bouchain,  bear  his  portrait  or  make  any 
reference  to  him  personally.19  A  similar  example  is  known  in  the  related  field  of  allegorical 
painting  featuring  royalty.  In  about  1708,  the  duke  is  known  to  have  stipulated  to  Sir  Godfrey 
Kneller  that  only  Queen  Anne  was  to  be  portrayed  realistically  in  an  allegory  showing  the 
grant  of  Blenheim  Palace  to  him  which  was  intended  for  the  gallery  (now  the  long  library) 
there,  to  which  the  public  would  have  had  access.  Marlborough  insisted  that  he  himself  was 
only  to  be  represented  by  the  figure  of  Military  Merit.20 

In  the  event  several  Dutch  and  German  medals  commemorating  Blenheim  did  include 
portraits  of  Marlborough,21  one  was  even  dedicated  to  him,  though  this  did  not  include  his 
portrait.22  There  was,  however,  a  long  tradition  of  unofficial  Dutch  medallic  comment  on 
British  personalities  and  political  events23  and  a  similar  tradition  of  unofficial  German 
medallic  comment  had  developed  since  1688  as  England  had  moved  to  the  centre  of  the 
European  stage.24  It  would  have  been  surprising  had  any  of  these  medallists  asked 
Marlborough's  prior  permission  for  their  medals,25  and  there  is  no  evidence  among  his  papers 
that  they  did.  The  duke  had  therefore  to  accept  the  medals  -  and  whatever  consequences  they 
might  have  for  him26  -  as  faits  accomplis.  Ramondon  had,  however,  implicitly  sought 
Marlborough's  sanction  for  his  medal.  In  this  instance  the  duke  could  do  something  to  avoid 
possible  future  embarrassment  for  himself.  He  seems  to  have  chosen  to  demonstrate  his 
disapproval  by  ignoring  the  proposal  entirely.  In  the  face  of  this,  Ramondon  presumably  felt 
obliged  to  proceed  no  further.

26  In  the  event,  they  seem  to  have  caused  little  stir  -  perhaps  because  few  appear  to  have  been 
produced  (see  references  cited  under  note  21)  and  because  presumably  still  fewer  reached  England. 


THE  MONEYERS  OF  THE  NORMAN  KINGS  AND  THE 
TYPES  THEY  ARE  KNOWN  TO  HAVE  STRUCK 

PART  1 
E.  J.  HARRIS 


Introduction 

The  intention  of  this  series  of  notes  is  to  list  by  mints  the  types  of  the  coins  of  the  Norman 
kings  which  are  known,  together  with  the  moneyers  who  struck  them.  Citations  will  be  given 
of  where  specimens  have  occurred  as,  for  example,  in  auction  catalogues,  or  where  they  are 
noted  in  the  Sylloge  of  Coins  of  the  British  Isles  (SCBI).  There  are  bound  to  be  many  omis¬ 
sions  and  some  entries  will  be  incorrect  on  account  of  published  readings  or  types  being 
wrong;  I  hope  that  additions  and  corrections  will  accrue  from  the  response  of  collectors  to 
this  tentative  list. 

Thanks  to  a  number  of  hoards  which  have  been  found  or  have  been  described  only 
recently,  we  now  have  many  more  moneyers  and  some  new  mints  to  add  to  those  given  by 
Brooke  in  the  Norman  Kings  Catalogue  of  the  British  Museum.  Mention  must  be  made  of  the 
Prestwich  hoard,  mainly  of  Stephen  type  1,  the  Lincoln  hoard  of  middle  issues  of  Henry  I,  the 
Shillington  hoard  of  William  II  and  early  Henry  I  and  the  finds  at  Cardiff  of  Stephen  and 
Matilda  issues  of  that  city  and  Swansea.  With  the  more  continuous  spectrum  of  moneyers 
names  on  the  output  from  a  particular  mint  which  we  have  it  is  possible  to  see  how  some 
names  or  name  elements  persist  there,  presumably  because  the  office  of  moneyer  was  kept 
within  a  family.  This  feature  is  met  amongst  the  moneyers  working  for  the  Anglo-Saxon  kings 
and  was  not  interrupted  by  the  Conquest.  It  can  sometimes  be  a  help  when  one  is  trying  to 
decipher  the  reading  on  a  poorly  struck  coin  and  a  few  examples  seem  justified.  At  Colchester 
a  moneyer  named  Goldman  struck  for  Edward  the  Confessor  and  is  found  on  William  I,  type 
2  and  William  II,  type  4;  he  was  joined  by  Goldstan  striking  types  1  and  2  for  William  I  and 
by  Goldstan  striking  type  5.  A  Goldhavoc  struck  type  3  for  William  II  and  type  14  for  Henry 
I.  Similarly,  at  Colchester  a  group  with  the  initial  name  element  Wulf-  worked  in  the  time  of 
William  I.  This  element  is  found  followed  by  suffixes  such  as:  -get,  -maer,  -noth,  -ric,  -stan,  - 
ward  or  -wine.  At  the  York  mint  different  elements  are  encountered,  presumably  because  of 
the  late  Viking  population.  For  example,  we  find  at  Oth-  (or  Outh-)-grim  or  -ulf  striking  for 
Aethelred,  Othbern  for  Edward  the  Confessor,  Othbern,  Othulf  and  Othgrim  for  William  I 
and  the  last  name  recurs  on  type  I  of  Stephen  after  nearly  fifty  years.  Pursuing  this  idea  leads 
to  questions  about  spelling  changes;  are  /Egelric  and  vElric  referring  to  the  same  man? 
According  to  the  opinion  of  an  authority  on  Anglo-Saxon  names  this  view  is  acceptable  (see 
Mrs  V.  J.  Smart  in  an  appendix  to  The  Bath  Mint  by  L.  V.  Grinsell).  In  the  series  Henry  I  to 
Stephen  some  names  change  quite  considerably  yet  retain  a  suggestive  common  feature;  for 
example,  is  Acus  found  working  at  Thetford  for  Henry  I  (types  7,  10,  probably  1 1,  and  14) 
the  same  man  or  related  to  Hacun  or  Acun  striking  Stephen  types  2  and  7  at  the  same  mint? 

When  attempting  to  list  the  names  of  the  moneyers  the  variability  of  spelling  of  a  name 
and  the  abbreviations  and  errors  of  the  die  sinkers  coupled  with  the  use  of  IE  for  >E,  the 
unbarred  letter  ‘N’  and  the  renderings  of  U  and  V  as  II  leads  to  confusion.  I  have  often 
grouped  together  different  spellings  solely  on  the  grounds  of  convenience. 
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Finally,  1  want  to  thank  various  friends  who  have  kindly  given  me  information  about 
material  known  to  them  or  which  has  passed  through  their  hands.  Miss  M.  Archibald  of  the 
Department  of  Coins  &  Medals,  the  British  Museum,  allowed  me  to  see  her  file  on  the 
Lincoln  hoard,  and  Mr  C.  E.  Blunt,  Mr  P.  D.  Mitchell  and  Mr  R.  Sharman  have  been  most 
helpful.  The  type  numbers  are  those  described  by  Brooke  in  English  Coins. 


Barnstaple 

Barnstaple's  output  appears  to  have  been  sporadic  and  there  is  accordingly  no  problem  in 
setting  out  the  types  struck  by  its  moneyers  in  a  small  compass.  An  important  collection  of 
Barnstaple  coins  (L.  W.  Brettell)  passed  through  Glendinings  on  18  June  1975.  For  the 
Norman  kings  the  list  is:

THE  WALKER  CANNONS 

J.  L.  FERNS 
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The  discovery  of  a  unique  representation  on  a  Canadian  dollar  came  about  because  in  1968 
no-one  could  tell  the  writer  how  to  recognise  the  cast  iron  cannons  which  had  made 
Rotherham  -  his  home  town  -  famous.  Nor  did  anyone  known  where  a  cannon  made  by  the 
Walker  Company  -  the  pioneer  Rotherham  iron  company  -  was  to  be  seen. 

The  difficulty  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Ordnance  which  bought  all  the  cannons 
required  by  the  Army  and  Navy  up  to  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century  did  not  permit 
manufacturers  to  put  their  name  and  address  on  their  cannons.  All  that  was  permitted  was  a 
trademark.  In  the  case  of  the  Walker  Company  this  was  found,  in  1970,  to  be  ‘W  Co',  which 
was  cut  on  the  round  end  of  one  of  the  supporting  trunnions.  Once  this  identification  mark 
was  known  the  writer  began  his  search  for  remaining  examples  of  these  cannons.  This 
succeeded  beyond  his  wildest  dreams  because  they  were  found  in  36  places  scattered  all  over 
the  worid.  One  of  them  was  in  New  Brunswick  in  Canada.  In  a  letter  in  1979  a  correspondent 
kindly  included  a  brochure  of  St.  Andrews,  a  town  which  had  two  Walker  cannons  situated 
outside  its  1812  Blockhouse  -  the  famous  local  fort.  In  the  brochure  was  a  small  picture  of 
the  dollar  which  had  been  specially  minted  by  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  in  1976  for  St. 
Andrews.  The  coin  carried  a  view  of  the  Blockhouse  and  in  the  foreground  was  a  complete 
view  of  one  of  the  Walker  cannons. 

After  examining  several  coin  catalogues  it  became  apparent  that  this  special  dollar  (about 
8000  were  minted)  appears  to  be  the  only  coin  which  carries  a  complete  view  of  a  cast  iron 
muzzle  loading  cannon  at  a  known  place.  So  in  addition  to  finding  two  hundred  Walker 
cannons  about  the  world  -  the  cannons  on  board  H.M.S.  Victor y  at  Trafalgar  were  Walker- 
made,  and  fame  cannot  be  greater  than  this  -  the  writer  received  the  grand  bonus  of  discover¬ 
ing  a  coin  coupled  with  Walker  cannons.  It  is  intended  to  present  one  of  these  coins  to  the 
Rotherham  Museum. 

A  number  of  coins  have  a  cannon  in  a  coat  of  arms  but  clearly  these  are  only  stylised 
cannons.  One  West  Indian  coin  shows  a  fort  with  two  gun  barrel  ends  poking  up  above  the 
parapet,  but  such  a  view  is  of  course  inadmissible.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  these  two  particular 
cannons  also  happen  to  be  Walker-made. 

The  above  account  might  encourage  other  readers  to  find  out  if  something  famous  belong¬ 
ing  to  their  district  is  pictured  on  a  coin.

The  Splendid  Shilling:  A  Social  History  of  an  Engaging  Coin.  By  James  O'Donald  Mays.  New  Forest 
Leaves,  Burley,  Ringwood,  Hants.  1982.  186  pp.  illus.  throughout.  24.5  x  18  cm.  Hardback.  Price 
£7.95  (plus  postage  £1.25). 

Too  many  books  about  coins  are  exactly  what  they  purport  to  be  -  solely  about  the  coins  concerned. 
Here  is  a  book  with  a  difference  -  about  coins,  a  coin,  yes,  the  shilling  that  was  with  us  from  the  reign  of 
Henry  VII  until  1966;  however,  it  tells  us  not  only  the  numismatic  details  but  also  the  social  back¬ 
ground.  Coins  seen  or  examined  in  isolation  are  only  part  of  a  picture,  we  need  to  see  them  in  their 
social  context,  in  use,  what  they  bought  and  why,  as  well  as  the  details  of  their  varieties  and  issues.  In 
accommodating  all  these  aspects,  both  ‘sides  of  the  coin'  as  it  were,  Mr.  Mays  has  produced  an  admir¬ 
able  book.  We  see  all  the  major  shillings  issued  and,  alongside,  portraits  of  the  monarchs  concerned 
which  enable  us  to  evaluate  the  die  engraver's  skill,  but  that  is  not  all.  There  is  an  excellent  selection  of 
ancillary  illustrations,  comments  on  the  social  scene,  such  as  a  cartoon  from  Punch,  or  contemporary 
engravings  of  places  and  events  connected  with  the  shilling. 

The  book  divides  into  four  sections,  the  first,  naturally  the  longest,  dealing  with  the  coins.  The  subse 
quent  sections  cover  The  Customs,  The  Citations,  and  The  Chronicles.  It  is  especially  in  these  latter 
three  chapters  that  the  shilling  really  comes  alive  to  demonstrate  what  a  coin  we  have  lost.  The  ‘recruit¬ 
ing  shilling'  and  the  ‘cut  off  with  only  a  shilling'  are  well  known  enough,  but  the  detail  here  is  welcome  to

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flesh  out  the  full  story;  there  are  also  shillings  for  scholars,  Addison’s  Adventures  of  a  Shilling,  Haw¬ 
thorne’s  Pine-Tree  Shillings,  etc.  The  latter  reminds  us  of  the  shilling  overseas,  dealt  with  here  in  a 
survey  from  Hog  Money  to  Zimbabwe  -  again,  a  fascinating  and  well  illustrated  section. 

Mr.  Mays  has  produced  a  splendid  book  on,  as  he  rightly  dubs  it,  a  splendid  coin  in  our  history.  It  is  a 
delight  to  read,  informative  and  also  a  delight  to  handle  since  the  printing  and  production  overall  is  to  a 
very  high  standard.  No  coin  could  wish  for  a  better  valedictory  salute  in  print  -  it  is  heartily  recom¬ 
mended.

Ancient  and  Romano-British  Brooches.  By  Richard  Hattatt.  Dorset  Publishing  Co.,  Milborne  Port, 
Dorset.  1982.  224  pp  with  93  figs.  25  x  19.5  cm.  Hardback.  Price  £18.75  until  1  July  1983,  thereafter 
£25  (plus  £2  postage). 

We  do  not  usually  notice  books  on  antiquities  in  the  pages  of  the  Bulletin  but  there  are  times  when 
exceptions  occur,  and  this  book  is  an  important  exception.  Since  BAS  added  an  antiquities  department 
to  their  sphere  of  interest  two  years  ago  it  has  expanded  and  proved  to  be  of  great  interest  to  many  of 
our  customers,  even  bringing  in  new  clients.  Many,  naturally,  often  ask  what  books  there  are  on  a 
particular  series  of  objects.  One  of  the  commonest  objects  available  from  antiquity  (leaving  aside  coins 
and  pottery)  is  the  fibula  or  brooch.  The  literature  hitherto  available  on  such  common  pieces  has  been  in 
an  inverse  ratio  to  the  number  of  pieces,  restricted  essentially  to  individual  articles  in  the  learned 
journals.  Now,  Richard  Hattatt  has  opened  the  gates  of  knowledge  in  this  book  that  immediately  fills  a 
gap  in  the  literature  that  has  been  there  for  far  too  long. 

The  book  is  by  an  enthusiast  who  became  a  specialist  -  like  all  the  best  and  most  useful  books  it  grew 
out  of  his  own  need  for  information.  Essentially  it  is  concerned  with  brooches  of  the  British  Isles  -  Iron 
Age  to  Romano-British  -  but  it  also  gives  a  brief  outline  of  brooches  of  other  periods  and  places:  Anglo- 
Saxon,  Greece,  Italy,  Phrygia  and  Persia.  The  ‘meat’  of  the  book  is  substantially  backed  by  the  93 
figures  that  give  us  a  total  of  21 1  excellent  line  drawings  at  actual  size,  clean,  clear,  and  well  presented. 
This  is  a  book  that  the  collector  of  brooches  cannot  afford  to  be  without  (probably  when  Dr.  Grace 
Simpson’s  long  awaited  corpus  is  published  no  average  collector  will  be  able  to  afford  a  personal  copy). 
The  ease  with  which  a  brooch  can  be  checked  against  an  illustration  of  the  basic  type  makes  this  book 
indispensable  to  the  collector  and  of  the  highest  value  as  a  quick  reference  to  the  archaeologist  or 
museum  curator  working  in  the  field  or  on  a  collection.  Long  awaited,  it  is  a  truly  welcome  addition  to 
the  archaeological  bookshelves.  Peter  A.  Clayton 


Weill  Wrocht  &  Cunyeit:  The  Edinburth  Mint  and  its  Coinage.  By  Nicholas  M.  McQ.  Holmes.  City  of 
Edinburgh  Museums  and  Art  Galleries,  1982.  39  pp.  illus.  throughout.  24  x  17.5  cm.  Laminated 
covers.  Price  £3.75  (plus  60p  postage). 

This  is  another  welcome  addition  to  the  number  of  small  booklets/pamphlets  on  individual  mints  that 
have  recently  appeared  (e.g.  Bristol,  Exeter,  etc.).  The  bulk  of  the  booklet  is  given  over  to  a  discussion  of 
the  Edinburgh  mint,  illustrating  both  issues  and  with  several  illustrations  of  allied  interest.  Then  follows 
a  short  bibliography  and  numismatic  glossary  after  which  the  remaining  pages  are  devoted  to  a 
catalogue  of  the  Scottish  coins  in  the  Edinburgh  City  Museums  and  an  appendix  on  Scottish  trade 
tokens.  The  coins  illustrated  are  not  all  in  the  finest  condition  as  one  would  expect  since  many  are 
excavated  coins  as  against  selected  numismatic  specimens.  Nevertheless,  the  listing  is  very  useful  and 
the  illustrations  of  a  good  standard.  Of  particular  note  is  the  listing  and  illustrating  of  the  Leith  hoard  of 
April  1980  that  still  awaits  the  decision  of  the  Treasure  Trove  panel  as  to  ownership.  This  is  an  excellent 
little  booklet  which  is  a  ‘must’  for  anyone  interested  in  the  Scottish  series,  and  it  has  a  lot  to  offer  as  well 
simply  for  the  interested  numismatist.  PA.C.

Society  of  Architectural  Historians  of  Great  Britain.  On  1st  November  1982  the  presentation  of  the  first 
Essay  Medal  was  made  by  the  President,  Professor  J.  Mordaunt  Crook,  to  Mr.  Gordon  Higgott  for  his 
essay  entitled  ‘Inigo  Jones  in  Provence1.  The  essay  award  has  been  inaugurated  by  the  Society  to 
encourage  younger  architectural  historians  to  present  their  research  for  competition;  it  is  hoped  that  the 
winning  essay  will  be  published  in  the  Society’s  Journal,  Architectural  History.  The  medal  has  been 
commissioned  by  the  Society  and  paid  for  by  a  special  subscription  from  members.  The  subject  of  the 
medal  is  a  profile  portrait  bust  of  the  architect  Nicholas  Hawksmoor  (1661-1736)  taken  from  a  plaster 
portrait  bust  by  Henry  Cheere  now  in  the  possession  of  All  Souls  College,  Oxford. 

This  is  the  first  medallic  representation  of  the  architect  although  fine  medals  of  his  contemporaries 
Wren  and  Vanbrugh  were  made  in  the  18th  and  19th  centuries.  The  Society  decided  that  a  cast  portrait 
bust  of  Nicholas  Hawksmoor  would  not  only  continue  the  tradition  of  cast  medals  (in  which  there  is 
renewed  interest)  but  would  also  provide  a  modern  example  of  an  architectural  commemorative  medal. 
The  medal,  54  mm  in  diameter  and  cast  in  bronze,  was  produced  for  the  Society  by  the  Royal  Mint,  and 
modelled  by  Mr  C.  F.  A.  Lowe.  Details  of  the  prize  open  to  all  can  be  obtained  from  the  Honorary 
Secretary,  25  Drumsheugh  Gardens,  Edinburgh,  and  the  closing  date  for  the  next  award  will  be  31st 
March,  1983. 

The  Society  was  founded  in  1956  for  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  the  history  of  architecture. 
Membership  of  the  Society  is  open  to  all  with  an  interest  in  architecture  and  a  reduced  membership  fee 
is  available  for  students.

Roman  Coins  are  Treasure  Trove.  A  hoard  of  36  Roman  coins  in  mint  condition  has  been  found  buried 
near  Corfe  Casde,  Dorset.  It  includes  a  gold  coin,  said  to  be  worth  at  least  £450,  and  silver  coins  valued 
at  £150.  At  an  inquest  in  Bournemouth  yesterday  the  hoard  was  declared  treasure  trove  and  it  is  now  on 
its  way  to  the  British  Museum.  But  Mr  Peter  Hobby,  of  Lincoln  Road,  Poole,  who  uncovered  the  coins 
with  a  metal  detector,  expects  to  be  paid  about  £8,000.

Ushabtis  were  buried  with  the  dead  in  the  belief  that  they  would  act  as  workers  in  place  of  the  deceased  in  the  next 
world.  The  Sixth  Chapter  is  a  prayer  or  spell  to  this  effect.  See  Schneider,  Shabtis  (Leyden,  1977),  no.  5.3.1.188  for 
similar  specimen  and  major  museum  locations  of  others.  Schneider  dates  this  piece  to  the  30th  dynasty  (380-343 
B.C.),  whereas  Petrie  gives  26th  dynasty.  Sir  Flinders  Petrie  found  the  tomb  of  Horudja  at  Hawara  in  1888  (see 
Petrie,  Kahun,  Gurob  and  Hawara ,  1890,  pp.  9,  19).  He  also  describes  the  finding  in  Ten  Years  Digging  in  Egypt 
(1881-1891),  pp.  92-5:  ‘While  thus  missing  the  way  to  the  expected  burial,  we  lit  on  a  hole  in  the  masonry  filled  with 
large  ushabtis  standing  in  rows,  two  hundred  in  all,  of  the  finest  workmanship;  and,  before  long,  on  the  other  side  of 
the  sarcophagus,  two  hundred  more  were  found  in  a  similar  recess.'  There  were  actually  399  representing  17  different 
types.  The  sarcophagus  of  Horudja  was  almost  underwater  and  difficult  to  open.  Eventually  Petrie  secured  the 
mummy  and  'No  such  complete  and  rich  a  series  of  amulets  has  been  seen  intact  before;  and  as  one  by  one  they  were 
removed  all  their  positions  were  recorded.'
